Kloiber, from away over in Herman- 
town, and a young lady named Miss

Lorenz's duties are confined exclu- 


sively to photographing incoming and 
outcoming prisoner's. In each instance 
he takes a side and front view of the 
subject. The room in which he works 
all alone is light aad airy, and com- 
pares In furnishing most favo^blj 
with the majority of photograph gal 
leries in small towns. 


Inasmuch as his time Is not fully 


occupied in taking and developing the 
photographs of prisoners, Lorenz is 
permitted 10 develop photographs of 
not only the various .prison buildings, 
both interior and exterior, but also of 
places 
of 
interest in and around 


Moundsville. 
These pictures he ar- 


ranges in the ordinary glass paper- 
weight and sells to visitors to the 
prison for 25 to 50 cents apiece. 


During the time that I was in the 


photograph gallery a party of visitors 
purchased $2.50 worth of souvenir pa- 
per weights. The guide told me that 
after paying for tha photographic sup- 
plies used in photagraphing prisoners, 
Lorenz was the beneficiary of the sou 
venir sales. As to how ranch Lorenz 
made a day the guide was unable to 
say, although he said that all visiton. 
entered the photograph gallery and 
that many souvenirs were, purchased 


Lprenz was dressed :in a plain graj 


suit, indicating that he was a membe 
of the highest class in the prison so 
far as deportment and general be- 


ivitjr are concerned. 
jlnstead ^of the close-cropped ha5r 


that is usually associated with con 
victs, Lorenz had evidently only visit 
ed the b.arber when necessary to pre 
vent ragged locks.

While ! was in the library the curtains, 
on the east side were drawn to ex 
elude the sunlight The prison pallor 
often associated with convicts is no 
seen in the complexion of either Lo- 
renz or Beavers.
